Although we knew it was 
dangerous, the high made me 
forget my worries and everything 
that was going on at home. 

My stepdad was very violent 
towards me and used to beat 
me up a lot. At 15 I'd been put 
into local authority care near 
Sunderland, where we lived, 
because my mum couldn't cope. 

By the time | arrived at Darren's 


he'd already emptied the petrol out 


of his bike into a bowl, which he'd 
covered with a towel. But before 
we got down to fixing the bike, 
Darren had begun sniffing the 
petrol, so | had a go too. 

All | remember is pulling the 
towel over my head and sniffing 
at the bowl for about 20 minutes.

| cried 
myself to sleep that night, as 
| writhed about in constant agony. 

Altogether | spent nearly four 
months in hospital. After a few 
weeks | was transferred to a 
specialist burns unit 50 miles 
away in Durham, so | could begin 
having plastic surgery. The skin 
grafts | had felt even more painful 
than the accident itself. 

What's more, | got really lonely in 
hospital. Because | was so far from 
home, none of my mates could 
afford to visit me. The only person 


who came to see me 
was one of the staff 
from the children's 
home. But the nurses 
were really friendly 
and because | was 
there for such a long 
time, most of the 
other boys on the 
ward became good mates. 

It's taken nearly three years for 
me to be able to talk about what 
happened that afternoon. For 
months afterwards | had terrible 
nightmares, reliving the burning in 
my mind. I'd wake up screaming 
and pouring with sweat and it 
would take me a few minutes to 
realise | was safe in bed. It's left 
me with a real paranoia about fire. 
Just seeing other people light 
cigarettes puts me on edge. 


The power of love 

But meeting Lisa six months ago 
changed my life. She's 19 and 
we met through friends, so she'd 
already heard about what had 
happened to me. At first she 
was shocked when I told her all 
the details, but she was never 
intimidated by the state of me 
and has been really supportive. 

I still have a big scar which runs 
from my knee to my ankle on one 
leg and a burn mark on the other. 
| used to feel self-conscious about 
them but Lisa has given me loads 
of encouragement. Before | met 
Lisa, I'd never go swimming or 
wear shorts, but she's helped me 
feel a lot more confident and we've 


done both of those things this year. 


| never pressed charges against 
Darren ‘cause | know it was just a 
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stupid accident and 

besides he was a good mate. 

But we don't see as much of 

each other these days. Luckily, the 

police never charged us either. 
Even though I've finished all my 

treatment, the physical and mental 

scars of my accident will be with 

me for the rest of my life. But I've 

learnt a lot of lessons from it.
